ARCHAEOLOGY. 


There is little to report of Archeological work done during 
the year 1924, The most interesting is the resumption of the excava- 
tions at Uriconium, on the other portion of the field which was 
excavated in 1912-1914. A large building was discovered, with a 
large colonnade on the east side, and an inscription to the Roman 
Emperor on a slab 12 feet long and 4 feet wide. The finds have been 
fully described by Mr. J. A. Morris in the local Archxological Society’s 
Transactions for 1924, so any further description here is unnecessary. 
The work will be resumed in the early summer. 


The Vicar of Stowe has been digging in a field in the north-west 
corner of his parish, and has unearthed what he believes to be the 
remains of a small church and cemetery. The walls were very substan- 
tially built, and are evidently the foundations of an important 
structure, 


The publication of Mr. Forrest’s Shrewsbury Burgess Roll is of 
the very greatest importance and interest to students of Shropshire 
genealogy and history. Its value cannot be overrated.

BOTANY. 
(2) FLOWERING PLANTS. 





N.B,—Roman numerals refer to the Botanical Divisions of the 
County as portrayed upon the Caradoc Special Map. 


An Asterisk (*) is appended to a new County Record, ¢.¢., that has 
not appeared in previous years’ ‘‘ Barr Facrs,’’ even should they 
have been published as Salopian in other periodicals as from this 
County. 


Amongst the Phanerogamous Plants placed on record for this 
past season, there are not so many as usual that call for especial 
comment. During the past ten or twelve years, however, much 
critical attention has been given to the British species of ‘‘ Palmate *’ 
Orchids, which are now raised in number from originally four to six 
species, besides hybrids and varieties. Most of these probably occur 
in Shropshire, and it is hoped they may be more and’ more studied 
in the field, this being especially necessary, owing to the imperfect 
way in which dried specimens can be examined: their colour, so 
important a feature of the flowers, and the general shape, of the 
labium especially, being so difficult of adequate preservation, 


Three well-known Botanists have passed away during 1924, 
With the first, we had an especial alliance, as he was not only a member 
of our Club, but an active worker, especially around his parish of 
Welsh Frankton, near Ellesmere. I allude to the Rev. Oswald 
Mosley Feilden, who had been Rector since 1865, nearly sixty years, 
and had explored the county well, especially Divisions II. and VII., 
and from time to time sent us the results of his work. He was likewise 
President of the neighbouring and more recently constituted Offa 
Field Club, and strongly deserved the kindly appellation of ‘‘ The 
Gilbert White of Shropshire.’’ He passed away on June 20 last, in 
his 87th year. 


Mr. Charles Bailey, M.Sc., F.L.S., born 1838, died September 14, 
1924, was a friend of long standing of my own, and well-known as the 
possessor of the largest private Herbarium of the Paleearctic Region. 
He also had a vast British collection, consisting of nearly 100,000 
sheets. These have been presented, by will, to the Manchester 
University Museum. He died at Torquay, in his 86th year, 
universally regretted. His name as a recorder of specimens from 
Shropshire occurs from time to time in our annals, 


And, lastly, though perhaps not personally known to many of 
our members, the name of James Britten, K.C.S.G., ¥.L.S., Editor of 
the Journal of Botany since 1880, a long period of over forty-four 
years, will be familiar. I had known him intimately since 1867, 
when I was residing at Great Marlow, and he at High Wycombe, five 
miles distant. He conducted the affairs of the Journal with marked 
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success, and made it the ‘‘centre-focus’’ of British Botany especially, 
while not neglecting other branches of the science. He passed away 
quite suddenly on October 8 last, aged 78. I had received a letter from 
him but three days before. A man of varied parts and inexhaustible 
energy, he will be much missed. An ardent member of the Roman 
Catholic Church, he was much concerned with the affairs of the 
‘* Catholic Truth Society,’’ which owed almost its existence to him. 
A sympathetic article on his career appeared in Journal of Botany, 
1924, pp. 337-347, written by Dr. A. B. Rendle, F.R.S., of the 


Botanical Department, British Museum, who succeeds him as Editor 


of its pages. 


Our best thanks must be tendered to Mr. George Potts, Miss 
K. White, Miss L, Chitty, Mr. D. H. Robinson, and Mr. H. E. Forrest, 
for aid in compiling this year’s Record. And, likewise, especially to 
Mr, Arthur Bennett, F.L.S., of Croydon, an Hon. Member, happily, of 
our Club, who has kindly examined Leighton’s ‘‘ Flora,’’ and culled 
some items which require investigation and confirmation in the future. 
T have, likewise, been through Dr. G. C. Druce’s list of new or rare 
records, in the Reports of the Botanical Society and Exchange Club, for 
1920-23 inclusive, and added some interesting notes therefrom. 


But it is in Fungi, especially, as collected mostly in E. Shrop- 
shire, this past autumn, by Mr. Carleton Rea, his daughter, Miss V. 
Rea, and Mrs. W. B, Allen, to whom our indebtedness is great, that 
I have been able to extend these lists. Many rarely gathered species 
have been noticed, distinguished by the Asterisk (*), and this Cata- 
logue is, therefore, likely to be of unusual interest to students of this 
fascinating branch of the Oryptogamia.

I may add that Col. M. J. Godfery and the Messrs, 
Stephenson (Journal Bot., June, 1924, p. 175), have 
prepared a most useful table of these six species, 
including, also, their principal varieties, and, in a 
clear manner, describing (a) tubers, (b) stem, (c) 
leaves, (d) bracts, (e) colour of flowers, (f) sepals, 
(g) spur, (#) lip form, (7) flower-markings, especially 
of labium, (7) the seeds, (#) general habit. 
The same authors (Journal Bot., 1921, pp. 121-128, 
Pl. 569) write on the various forms of maculata, L., 
and its states and hybrids, illustrated with twenty - 
five uncoloured figures.

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ZOOLOGY. 


The past year will long be remembered for the wet weather 
which prevailed throughout. This seems in some way to.have affected 
our migrant birds, which, with few exceptions, were decidedly below 
their ordinary numbers. The Cuckoo was particularly noticeable, 
in this respect, especially as regards females. The autumn and winter 
migrants, too, were fewer than usual—notably the Fieldfare and all 
the Duck tribe—but that was probably due to the mild winter causing 
them to linger in the North. 

Several Pied Flycatchers were seen in South Shropshire, and 
at least one pair nested there.’ In the same district, there has been a 
remarkable increase in the numbers of the Woodlark which, indeed, 
seems to be increasing steadily all over the neighbouring and Welsh 
counties, It is a very sedentary bird, remaining in the same district 
where it nests all the year round. 

An immature Hen Harrier was seen in the same part of Shrop- 
shire, where a brood was reared last year; it was probably one of the 
same. 

‘A bird which, from description, was probably. an Osprey, was 
seen on the Wrekin in October. The Hobby was seen in June and July, 
at Dowles, in the Forest of Wyre ; and a Golden Plover at Tugford, 
in June ; possibly both species nested somewhere in the neighbour- 
hood, though of this there is no proof. The Woodcock nested here in 
unusually large numbers—about 15 pairs between Broseley and 
Bridgnorth. . 

Among the rarer species noted in Shropshire were the White- 
fronted Goose, near Shrewsbury; Bittern and Scaup, at Ellesmere ; 
and Great Black-backed Gull, at Bridgnorth. 

From North Wales there is an interesting record of a Spoonbill 
that stayed for three or four weeks in May-June, in West Anglesey. 
A pair of Gadwalls, seen repeatedly in June, were probably nesting in 
Lleyn ; this is the first summer record for North Wales; A Brent 
Goose stayed on the Conway Estuary from January to June; this isa 
maritime species and rare on the Welsh coast. Bewick’s Swans and 
Velvet Scoters were seen in the same district, and. Whooper Swans 
near Portmadoc. A male Black Redstart was seen, May 15—a late 
date-——at Abergele; and a female at Criccieth, Oct. 23. This bird 
regularly passes through Liandudno as a winter visitor, in very small 
numbers. Elsewhere it is very rare, 

A Bonito was obtained in the Menai Straits, in August. Thisisa 
very rare fish in British waters, and is new to the Welsh fauna. Several 
Sea Lampreys were taken in Dowles Brook, about the end of June.

light a number of species not included in Fowler’s List. The correct 
total of Beetles recorded for Shropshire up to end of 1923 is 889 species. 

The appeal made last year for assistance in extending the list. 
has been responded to by two members with most satisfactory results. 
Mr. C. H. Wallace Pugh has sent Mr. A, J. Barnes a number of consign- 
ments during the year, chiefly from his garden at Oswestry. He has- 
added 14 new species, no less than 13 of them being from a hotbed in. 
his garden. 
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Mr. G. Potts and his daughter have worked the Benthall district 
assiduously, and several collecting trips have also been made under 
their guidance. Some most interesting and scarce beetles have been 
‘met with, including 87 new records.
